Fatal Shooting Accident. 


Charles G. Shank, of pear Guernsey, 


was accidentally shot by Charles Stover, 
of Bendersville, about noon on Tuesday 
the home of John Cole, in Buchanan Val- 
ley, and died about an hour later before a 
doctor could reach him. Mr. Shank had 
gone to John Cole's in the Buchanan Val- 
ley, where he hunted deer on Tuesday 
morning with Stover and a number of oth- 
er men.

Tuesday tho real work of tho sea- 
felon bogan, when President Wilson 
delivered his annual address to a joint 
session assembled In the hall of the 
house. 


Speaker Clark was re-elected and 
sworn in amid cheers from the floor 
and galleries. 
In tho senate tho or­ 
ganization was perfected by tho re- 
election of Senator Clarke, of Arkan­ 
sas, as president protempore.

President Marshall was not in the 
chair for the opening. 


The vote on the speakership was 
221 to 191, with six members voting 
present. The roll call at the opening 
of the house had shown an attendance 
of 427, but only 421 votes were cast.

It is declared now by doctors and 
her teachers that whatever body or 
brain injuries she may have received 
from that fall have been absolutely 
outgrown and that she is perfectly 
normal physically and mentally, ex­ 
cept that her mind has failed to reg­ 
ister the fact of her recovery.

Doesn't Realize She Is Well, 


In other words, according to the 
doctors, if the child’s mind can be 
wakened to the fact that she has re­ 
covered from her fall she will be able 
to walk, talk and develop as other 
children do. 


While three weeks ago Carlotaa 
could not speak and could not walk 
alone, today she speaks with ease, 
walks without help and can even 
walk up and down the school stairs 
alone. 


Three 
years ago the little girl 
pitched from a swing to her head. 
She was picked up and stood on her 
feet. 
Instead of standing still she 
began to whirl round and round. She 
was entirely unable to stand still or 
to sit up. Sbe was put to bed and 
pronounced a nopeless paralytic. Her

Schoolteacher Finds Her. 


With the beginning of the present 
ichool term Miss Ettie Lee, one of the

grammar school teachers, discovered 
tho child. There were five other chil­ 
dren in the family, all normal, and 
Miss Leo inquired into Carlotaa’s his­ 
tory. Securing medical examination, 
she learned that, whatever bodily in­ 
jury may have been caused by the 
fall, it no longer existed. 


"Wo cannot tell Carlotaa she is not 
a cripple or sick because her mind 
has to be wakened up gradually to 
that fact," Miss Leo said, “but we aro 
teaching her by degrees. She is placed 
in a special class at school and her 
teacher invents little exercises and 
lessons for her. 


“She had to bo almost carried to 
school. 
Her teacher made a small 
sand 
pile 
in

playground 
and 
many times a day took Carlotaa there 
and .helped her walk over it. 
Today 
Carlotaa can walk up und down the 
school stairs. The other day she went 
alone to the soup kitchen, got her cup 
of soup and sipped it unaided. 


Was in Bed Three Years, 


“When school opened she could not 
talk. 
Now she talks to us and knows 
what we say. She can count in Eng­ 
lish and Spanish and can write her 
own name. 
Her father tells me she* 
was unusually bright before the fall, 
and 1 see no reason to suppose that 
she cannot be restored to her former 
condition. 


“She has been in bed for the great­ 
er part of the past three years, as 
the schools at Chino would not take 
her in. So, while her body healed it­ 
self, apparently her mind never re­ 
covered from the shock of the fall." 


Little Carlotaa was taken to the 
Parent-Teacher clinic for further ex­ 
amination to verify the diagnosis of 
other doctors.

Aeroplanes have been en- 


gaged by the sealing companies of the 
northern btates and. Canada, with ex- 
pert avutois to help locate the herds. 


The picparation for the coming sea- 


son have been thrust upon sealers by 
the disastrous ice conditions along the 
eastern coast and the gulf of St. Law- 
rence. Ail la&t winter constant inshore 
winds piled hummocks of ice wherever 
the water shallowed 


These high walls of broken ice pre- 


vented the lookouts on the sealing 
steamers and sailing vessels from lo- 
cating the seal herds. As a result the 
catch was one of the smallest on rec- 
ord, the tola! being lobs than jO.OOO 
pelts. This has meant a Ouancial lo 
to the scv.li'Jg companies of not less 
than $230.000. 


Cruising along the shores, the aero- 


planes will follow scouting tactics, not

at $820.500 on the Bad River reserva- 
tion, near Asluaml. \vill be distributed 
among 547 Indians, many of whom are 
children, according to official notice re- 
ceived by the Indian office from the 
secretary of the interior. 


In addition to the timber each Indian 


will have title to the land on which the 
timber stands, averaging about eighty 
•ores for each person. 


It is claimed by government experts 


that the Chippown Indians of the Bad 
River reservation are the richest tribe 
In America, with one exception. They 
hare more than $1..100.000 to their 
credit in the vaultsv of Ashland and 
Dnlutb from tbe sale of pine from Cor- 
oner allotments.

Fur fte Engage Asroplanes fa 
ßvarcsaia Winter Difficulties. 


New York.—No ice pack hereafter 
will prevent a successful season’s catch 
of seals. 
Aeroplanes have been en­ 
gaged by the scaling companies of the 
northern states and Canada, with ex­ 
pert aviators to help locate the herds. 


The preparation for the coming sea­ 
son have been thrust upon sealers by 
the disastrous ice conditions along the 
eastern coast and the gulf of St. Law­ 
rence. All last winter constant inshore 
winds piled hummocks of ice wherever 
the water shallowed. 


These high walls of broken ice pre­ 
vented the lookouts on the sealing 
steamers and sailing vessels from lo­ 
cating the seal herds. As a result the 
catch was one of the smallest on rec­ 
ord, the total being less than HO,QUO 
pelts. This has meant a llnandal loss 
to the sealing companies of not less 
than $250.000. 


Cruising along tho shores, the aero­ 
planes will follow scouting tactics, not 
only locating the herds, but returning 
to tho vessels and piloting them to 
the navigable channels through the ice. 
As these “leads'* change from hour to 
hour, the need for the aviator is con­ 
stant. 
This 
will 
prevent 
fruitless 
months of search on the part of the 
sailing vessels. 


Moreover, the aeroplanes will be able 
to report adverse ice conditions at a 
distance, so that vessels will be able to 
make their way to a point of safety 
before the heralded ice pack comes 
down to crush them. 
This alone will 
mean the saving of many vessels, an­ 
nually caught by the treacherous lloe. 


Owing to tho restriction on the kill­ 
ing of fur seals, which are extinct ex­ 
cept in the Bering sea, the pelt of tho 
true seal is in great demand.

-Pine timber valued 
at $S20,5U0 on the Bad River reserva­ 
tion, near Ashland, will be distributed 
among 5-17 Indians, many of whom are 
children, according to oliieial notice re­ 
ceived by the Indian ollice from the 
secretary of the interior. 


In addition to the timber each Indian 
Mill have title to the land on which the 
limber stands, averaging about eighty 
teres for each person. 


It is claimed by government experts 
that the Chippewa Indians of the Bad 
River reservation are the richest tribe 
Jn America, with one exception. They 
have more than S3,500.000 to their 
credit Jn the vaults of Ashland and 
iHiluth from the sale of pine from for­ 
mer allotments.

Nut Balls.—Chop several kinds of 


nuts, mix well and stir into fondant 
until well mixed. Roll the balls in 
chopped nuts until they are well cov- 
ered. 


Fondant is made by boiling two cup- 


fuls of sugar, a pinch of cream of tar- 
tar or a tablespoonful of corn sirup. 
with a half cupful of water until it 
makes a soft ball when dropped In 
cold water. Cool and stir until whit» 
and creamy. 


Spice Drops.—Add oil of cinnamon 


and oil of cloves to fondant, then 
roll iT small balls like hazelnuts: 
Put tiny silver candies on one kind 
and pink ones on the other to distin- 
guish flavors. 


Almond Sticks.—Blanch half a pound 


of almonds and chop them fine, stir 
into a cupful of fondant, flavor with 
almond, knead and roll in sticks about 
the size of the little finger. 


Rice 
Jack.—Cook together 
until 


brittle in water a cupful of molasses, 
a cupful of sugar, two tablespoonfuls 
of water, a tablespoonful of butter and 
a pinch of soda. Then stir in three 
cupfuls of puffed rice; pour into a 
greased pan and allow it to harden. 


Chopped figs added to fondant, then 


made into balls or squares and dipped 
in melted fondant or chocolate to coat. 
These will be sticky unless dipped in 
some covering to give them a coating.

from bones, use a cupful of corn either 
fresh or canned, a cupful of white 
sauce and seasonings. Mix the chick- 
en v/ith the sauce put into a baking 
dish, cover with a layer of corn and 
when all is used cover with well-but- 
tered crumbs. Bake until the crumbs 
are brown. 


Pork Pot.—Trim 1*£ pounda of loin 


of pork into neat pieces, try them in 
a saucepan until brown. 
Line an 


earthenware dish with sliced potatoes 
and onions, using one onion to- two po- 
tatoes, lay on the pork; then another 
layer of vegetables, salt, pepper and 
a pinch of herbs. 
Moisten with a 


pint of stock, cover with buttered pa- 
per and place in a hot oven two hours. 
Cook slowly and serve from the dish, 
in which it was cooked. Sprinkle pars- 
ley over the top before sending to the 
-table. 
A tablespoonful or two of 


cooked peas may be sprinkled over 
the top before adding the parsley. 


Baked Beans.—Parboil beans after 


soaking them overnight, and when 
they are partly softened, prepare tor 
baking. Add a table-spoonful ot mo- 
lasses, a little salt, a little dry mus- 
tard and a small onion for each pint 
of parboiled beans. Bake all day with 
a generous square of scored pork on 
top of the pot.

decorated with one 
or tw’o of the pret- 
ty candies which 
may be purchased 
from any con fee- 
tioner, is a whole­ 
some sweet which 
is o a s y t o p r e ­ 
pare. 


Nut Balls.—Chop several kinds of 
nuts, mix well and stir into fondant 
until well mixed. 
Roll the balls in 
chopped nuts until they are well cov­ 
ered. 


Fondant is made by boiling two cup­ 
fuls of sugar, a pinch of cream of tar­ 
tar or a tablespoonful of corn sirup, 
with a half cupful of wator until it 
makes a soft ball when dropped in 
cold wator. 
Cool and stir until whit# 
and creamy. 


Spice Drops.—Add oil of cinnamon 
and oil of cloves to fondant, then 
roll in small 
balls 
like 
hazelnuts: 
Put tiny silver candies on one kind 
and pink ones on the other to distin­ 
guish flavors. 


Almond Sticks.—Blanch half a pound 
of almonds and chop them fine, stir 
into a cupful of fondant, flavor with 
almond, knead and roll in sticks about 
tho size of tho little finger. 


Rice 
Jack.—Cook 
together 
until 
brittle in water a cupful of molasses, 
a cupful of sugar, two tablespoonfula 
of wator, a tablespoonful of butter and 
a pinch of soda. 
Then stir in three 
cupfuls of puffed rice; pour into a 
greased pan and allow it to harden 


Chopped figs added to fondant, then 
made into balls or squares and dipped 
in melted fondant or chocolate to co at 
Theso will bo sticky unless dipped in 
some covering to givo them a coating. 


Chopped dates and softened prunea 
chopped and added to brown bread 
is an addition and change from raisiua 
so commonly used.

SEASONABLE DISHES. 


Eggplant is not well enough appre­ 
ciated. 
Its natural flavor is peculiar 


to itself and when 
it is 
nicely 
pre­ 
pared 
is a most 
satisfactory 
dish. 


Eggplant, South* 
ern Style.—Cut a 
plant 
in 
slices, 
pare off and dis* 
card the skin; then 
cut the slices in cubes half an inch in 
size. 
Pour boiling water over the 
plant and cook for about twenty min­ 
utes or until tender. 
Melt two tabie- 
spoonfuls of butter in a saucepan, add 
two onions chopped fine, a half a 
green peeper chopped, stir and cook 
until the onions 
are softened 
and 
slightly 
yellow, 
add 
tho 
eggplant 
drained, a cupful and a half of bread­ 
crumbs, salt, paprika and capful and a 
half of tomato; stir until hot, turn in­ 
to a buttered baking dish, cover with 
woll-buttered crumbs and cook in the 
oven until the crumb3 are brown. 


Scalloped Chicken With Corn.—For 
each cupful of chicken meat, freed 
from bones, use a cupful of corn either 
fresh or canned, a cupful of whito 
saucD and seasonings. 
Mix the chick­ 
en with tho sauce put into a baking 
dish, cover with a layer of corn and 
when all is used cover with well-but­ 
tered crumbs, 
Bake until the crumbs 
are brown. 


Pork Pot.—Trim 1V& pounds of loin 
of pork Into neat pieces, fry them in 
a saucepan until browfn. 
Lin« an 
earthenware dish with sliced potatoes 
and onions, using one onion to two po­ 
tatoes, lay on the pork; then another 
layer of vegetables, salt, popper and 
a pinch of herbs. 
Moisten with a 
pint of stock, cover with buttered pa­ 
per and place in a hot oven two hours. 
Cook slowly and servo from the dish 
in which it was cooked. Sprinkle pars­ 
ley over the top before sending to tho 
table. 
A tablespoonful or two of 
cooked peas may be sprinkled o\er 
tho top before adding tho parsley. 


Baked Beans.—Parboil beans after 
soaking them overnight, and wbtrn 
they are partly softened, prepare ror 
baking. 
Add a tableipoonful ot mo­ 
lasses, a little salt, a little dry mus­ 
tard and a small onion for each pint 
of parboiled beans. 
Bake all day with 
a generous square of scored pork on 
top of the pot.

Must Tell Postal Clerk 


In order that there may be the least 


possible loss or damago to parcel post 
mail in transit during the Christmast 
period, especially perishable and fragil 
packages, a general order has been issued 
by the post office department that here- 
after all postal employees must ascertain 
in each instance what article or articles 
the parcel contains 
The order was re- 


ceived by Postmaster Warner, several 
days ago. The many false statements 
made by senders of parcel post mail con- 
cerning the contents of packages, which 
have been brought to light within the past 
several months in an investigation con- 
ducted by the post office department, are 
the cause for the issuance of the new or- 
der. The attention of postal clerks is call- 
ed to the fact that when a parcel is present- 
ed for mail it is not sufficient if the sender 
states that the contents are fragile or per- 
ishable, or that it contains merchandise. 
Tha clerk must determine for himself, in- 
stead of leaving it to the discretion of the 
sender.

A Georgia girl has recently given a 


striking demonstration of what a lit- 
tle care will accomplish in the rais- 
ing of pigs. 
A sow in her neighbor- 


hood had eight pigs and could only 
nourish sevtsii of them at one time. 
The eighth pig was therefore given to 
the little girl, who raised it by hand. 
She joined her country pig club as a 
Ham and Bacon member, and kept a 
close record, as the club regulations 
provide, ot the feed given her pig, and 
of its weight. 
The pig was not a 


purebred. 
At nine months old the 


pig was killed. It weighed 225 pounds 
net when dressed as meat, and also 
yielded a 50-pound can of lard.

Orthographic 
Oddities

Light by Or. Leonard P. Ayres— 


Few Excellent Spellers. 


Seven out of every 100 third-grade 


public school children in the United 
States cannot spell the word "has," 
according to a report just compiled 
by Dr. Leonard P. Ayres of the Rus- 
sell Sage foundation on the special 
problems inherent in the teaching of 
spelling. 
Doctor Ayres' study also 


brought out many other orthographic 
oddities. 


Doctor Ayres selected the 1,000 


words that constitute 90 per cent of 
the language ordinarily used. This 
selection was made from various Eng- 
lish authors, from four Sunday news- 
papers, and from the business and 
family correspondence of more than 
2,000 adults. 


Co-operating with the school super- 


intendents in 84 cities of the United 
States, Doctor Ayres had the 1,000 
commonest words tested by an aggre- 
gate of 1,400,000 spellings, secured 
from 70,000 public school children. , 


Nine words of most frequent use, 


viz., "the," "in," "so." "now," "man," 
"ten." "bed," "top," revealed that sec- 
ond-grade pupils, on an 
average, 


spelled correctly 94 per cent of thesa 
words. At the other extreme of the 
scale of words "judgment," ''recom- 
mend," and "allege" were found to be 
spelled correctly by just 50 per cent of 
eighth-grade pupils. 


Doctor Ayres finds: "There are 


very few exceedingly poor spellers, 
many medium ones, and very few ex- 
cellent ones. Few words, do most of 
our work when we write. Fifty words 
constitute, with their repetitions, one- 
half of the words written. The child 
who masters the 1,000 words on the 
scale given will make no spelling er- 
rors in nine-tenths of his writing."— 
New York Times.

particles from the skin, as otherwise 
slow poisoning is inevitable. It is Im- 
portant to observe that washing with 
ordinary soap does not completely 
remove such particles, because the 
soap tends to form with most metals 
insoluble compounds which still can 
produce poisonous effects 
Ordinary 


bleaching powder (chloride of lime) 
is much better than soap for remov- 
ing poisonous particles. 
It loosens 


them by both mechanical and chem- 
ical action. It is also a strong but 
harmless disinfectant, and is practi- 
cally as cheap as soap.—C. E. Vail, 
Colorado Agricultural College, Fort

Seven out of every 100 third-grade 
public school children in the United 
States cannot spell the word “has," 
according to a report just compiled 
by Dr. Leonard P. Ayres of the Rus­ 
sell Sage foundation on the special 
problems inherent in the teaching of 
spelling. 
Doctor Ayres’ study also 
brought out many other orthographic 
oddities. 


Doctor Ayres 
selected 
the 
1,000 
words that constitute 90 per cent oi 
the language ordinarily used. 
This 
selection was mado from various Eng­ 
lish authors, from four Sunday news­ 
papers, and from the business and 
family correspondence of more than 
2,000 adults. 


Co-operating with the school super­ 
intendents in 84 cities of the United 
States, Doctor Ayres had the 
1,000 
commonest words tested by an aggre­ 
gate of 1,400,000 
openings, 
secured 
from 70,000 public school children. 


Nine words of most frequent use, 
viz., “the,“ “in,“ “so,“ “now,“ “man,“ 
“ten," “bed,“ “top,“ revealed that sec­ 
ond-grade 
pupils, 
on 
an 
average, 
spelled correctly 94 per cent of these 
words. 
At the other extreme of the 
scale of words “judgment,“ “recom­ 
mend,“ and “allege" were found to be 
spelled correctly by just 50 per cent of 
eighth-grade pupils. 


Doctor Ayres 
llnds: 
“There 
are 
very few exceedingly poor spellers, 
many medium ones, and very few ex­ 
cellent ones, 
Few words, do most of 
our work when wo write, 
Fifty words 
constitute, with their repetitions, one- 
half of the words written. 
The child 
who masters the 1,000 words on the 
scale given will make no spelling er­ 
rors in nine-tenths of his writing.“— 
New York Times.

lug a catch on the lowest step—a 
kick with the toe will do it—four of 
the stairs rise, swinging on a hinge 
in the uppermost of the four and 
moved by a weight hanging from an 
arm underneath.

Simply giving the weight a push up­ 
ward. 


Coming up from below, the person 
who wants to open the stair-door finds 
a chain hanging underneath it; a pull 
on this chain releases the catch and 
the stairs move upward. 


The utility of such a device will be 
found principally on stairs leading to 
cellars and basements. 


Poisonous Metals. 


It is well known that such metals 
as lead, mercury, arsenic, antimony, 
zinc, etc., as well as substances con­ 
taining them, have a greater or less 
poisonous effect upon the human sys­ 
tem. 
Workers in various industries 
where poisonous metals are used have 
to take every precaution for removing 
particles from the skin, as otherwise 
slow poisoning is inevitable. It is im­ 
portant to observe that washing with 
ordinary soap does not completely 
remove such particles, because the 
soap tends to form with most metals 
insoluble compounds which still can 
produce poisonous effects 
Ordinary 
bleaching powder (chloride of lime) 
is much better than soap for remov­ 
ing poisonous particles. 
It loosens 
them by both mechanical and chem­ 
ical action. 
It is also a strong but 
harmless disinfectant, and is practi­ 
cally as cheap as soap.—C. E. Vail, 
Colorado Agricultural College, Fort 
Collins, Colo.

front, the little town of Gorizia has 
gained considerable prominence of 
late. 


Besides being the center of impor- 


tant military operations, Gorizia is of 
interest because of its historic asso- 
ciations. 
Lying between Venice and 


Trieste, not far from the Adriatic, Go- 
rizia has a population of about 20,000. 


The town has been an Austrian pos- 


session for more than five centuries, 
and its pleasant climate has earned it 
the name of "the* Austrian Nice." 


In the outskirts on a hill is a Fran- 


ciscan monastery, the road to which is 
marked by the 14-station way of the 
cross. 
From the esplanade in front 


of the monastery church an extensive 
view of the surrounding country is ob- 
tained. 


Below spreads tlie town, -with the 


ancient chateau of the counts of Go- 
rizia and the Villa Boeckmann, once 
the winter residence of the count de 
Chambord, towering over the less pre- 
tentious houses. A little further off 
one can trace the capricious course of 
the Isouzo river, the bed of -\vhich is 
said to the the burial place of'Atilla, 
the Hun chieftain, 


In the distance lies the Carso lime- 


stone plateau, sheltering the magnifi- 
cent castles of Duino, belonging to the 
house of Hohenlowe, and Miramar, 
which used to be the favorite resi 
dence of Archduke Maximilian, later 
emperor of Mexico. 


The horizon is bounded by Trieste, 


a chain of snow-covered Alp peaks, 
the Venetian plain and the Adriatic. 


In the little chapel of St. Louis, in 


the right wing of the Franciscan 
church, the bodies of King Charles X 
of France, the duke and duchess d'An- 
gouleme and the duchess of Parma 
had their resting place until 1883, 
when iliey were removed to a large 
vault under the high altar. 


In this vault there are six sarcoph- 


agi, three on each side of a marble 
crucifix, raised on a high pedestal. 
Charles X has the duke d'Angouleme 
on his right and the duchess on his 
left 
- 


In the other group the sarcophagus 


of King Henry V (the count de Cham- 
bord) has been placed between those 
of the countess de Chambord and the 
duchess of Parma. 


On a black marble slab behind the 


sarcophagus of the count de Cham- 
bord is the following inscription: 
"Here rests the high born and very 
excellent Prince Henry, fifth of the 
name, by the grace of God king of 
Prance and Navarre. Born in Paris 
September 29, 1820. Died at Frohs- 
dorf August 24, 1883." 


Over his tomb is raised an immense 


white banner emblazoned with the 
royal fleur de lis, in compliance with 
the order given by the count in his 
manifesto of July 5, 1871, where he 
expressed a wish "that the standard 
Df Henry IV, of Francis I and of Joan 
of Arc, which had floated over hia 
cradle, should also throw its shadow 
over his tomb."

Italo-Austrian 
front, the little town of Gorizia has 
gained considerable prominence of 
late. 
Besides being the center of impor­ 
tant military operations, Gorizia is of 
interest because of its historic asso­ 
ciations. 
Lying between Venice and 
Trieste, not far from the Adriatic, Go­ 
rizia has a population of about 20,000. 
The town has been an Austrian pos­ 
session for more than five centuries, 
and its pleasant climate has earned it 
the name of "thd Austrian Nice.” 
In the outskirts on a hill is a Fran­ 
ciscan monastery, the road to which is 
marked by the 14-station way of the 
cross. 
From the esplanade in front 
of the monastery church an extensive 
view of the surrounding country is ob­ 
tained. 
Below spreads the town, with the 
ancient chateau of the counts of Go­ 
rizia and the Villa Boeckmann, once 
the winter residence of the count do 
Chambord, towering over the less pre­ 
tentious houses. 
A little further off 
one can trace the capricious course of 
the Isonzo river, the bed of which is 
said to the the burial place of Atilla, 
the Hun chieftain. 
In the distance lies the Carso lime- 
atone plateau, sheltering the magnifi­ 
cent castles of Duino, belonging to the 
house of Hohenlowe, and Miramar, 
which used to be the favorite resi­ 
dence of Archduke Maximilian, later 
emperor of Mexico. 
The horizon is bounded by Trieste, 
a chain of snow-covered Alp peaks, 
the Venetian plain and the Adriatic. 
In the little chapel of St. Louis, in 
the right wing of the Franciscan 
church, the bodies of King Charles X 
of France, the duke and duchess d’An- 
gouleme and the duchess of Parma 
had their resting place until 18S3, 
when they were removed to a large 
vault under the high altar. 
In this vault there are six sarcoph­ 
agi, three on each side of a marble 
crucifix, raised on a high pedestal. 
Charles X has the duke dAngoulemc 
on his right and the duchess on his 
left. 
. 
In the other group the sarcophagus 
of King Henry V (the count de Cham- 
bord) has been placed between those 
of the countess de Chambord and the 
duchess of Parma. 
On a black marble slab behind the 
sarcophagus of the count de Cham­ 
bord is the following Inscription: 
“Here rests the high born and very 
excellent Prince Henry, fifth of the 
name, by the grace of God king of 
France and Navarre. 
Born in Paris 
September 29, 1820. 
Died at Frohs- 
dorf Augu.st 24, 1883.'* 
Over his tomb is raised an immense 
white banner emblazoned with the 
royal fleur de lis, in compliance with 
the order given by the count in his 
manifesto of July 5, 1871, where he 
expressed a wish ‘*that the standard 
of Henry IV, of Francis I and of Joan 
of Arc, which had floated over his 
cradle, should also throw its shadow 
over ills tomb.’*
